Tho speaker showtvd whni stionli 
fic research had 10 offer to thi: pulp 
and paper industry. "There are." he 
said, "three types of research: funda- 
mental research, technical research 
and laboratory control. Fundamental 
research concerns Itself with the dis- 
covery of new laws a'nri facts and 
seeks to form geneiallrations from 
which arise new methods and indus 
trial applications." He Illustrated this 
point by examples from (he pulp ami 
paper industry in which most of his 
listeners were Interested. "The same, 
principle," he continued "can be ap- 
plied to all other industrie*." Dr. Mlb- 
hWI then quoted .1 list of ratings which 
were compiled by a leading group of 
Culled Slates scientists, these rulings 
denoting the percentage to he as- 
cribed to scientific research for the 
success of the industry. Conl-iar 
derivatives 1 tu)' é electricity 100%, 
automobile Industry S.V ,, and so on 
fo cellulose which had a percentage 
of 2b.

i a discussion of the teaching methods employed in the Uni- 
>itics. It has been stated more than once that scholarship is 
X that lectures and professors go on grinding: out informa- 
nt in tabloid closes of one hour size, which the. student must 
swallow whole, only to rush at once to another room and another 
lecturer where lie will receive another dose of the same sir.e. He 
is expected to be for one hour intensely interested in Greek li 
terature. the next in proving that the two sides of a triangle 
are together greater than the third side, and in the third hour 
fie must turn all his energies towards finding a solution for the 
3conomic problems of the world. The idea is evidently that the 
Student should spend the whole three hours on one subject, or 
possibly that he should only have one hour of lectures per day. 

Though we are not blind to the defects of our present edu- 
cational methods, and they are not few. it cannot be denied that 
its successes are many. The leaders in almost every field of en- 
deavour are university trained men. and any system that can 
turn out as many great men as our universities have cannot he 
as bad as its detractors would have us believe. The 'spoon-feed- 
ing* lecture system, as it has been called, may not be approved 
of by all. but until some better means of instruction has been 
it should not be snapped. Listening to an hour's lec- 
re from a professor and taking down notes on it are not in- 
consistent with the statement that "the sole excuse for the exis- 
tence of a University is to train men and women to think out 
' their problems for themselves." One cannot think out a ques- 
tion ■without something to think about nor solve a problem until 
"the problem has been presented. There is no better way yet 
devised of presenting the fundamentals of the case than by a 
ilecture. There are so many books on any subject and so many 
of them of little or no worth that if left to himself the student 
^vould become hopelessly lost in a very short time. 

There is no reason to suppose tharthe student, if he can be 
■designated as such, who does not read and honestly study under 
the system as we have it today, would do so to any greater ex- 
tent under any other system of instruction. Far too many stu- 
dents at University come, for the mere outward symbol that they 
have put in four years at college, or because it is an agreeable 
means of passing the time. No system to be devised would ever 
make either of these types work. 

It is charged that most professors are more interested in 
I foisting their own theories on their pupils than in presenting 
ran impartial survey. One graduate boasts of passing with high {VICTORIA CROSS 
honours through knowing little of the work supposed to have 
been studied. He passed by knowing the weakness of each in- 
dividual professor and pandering to it. Examinations are sever- 
)y criticised as not tending to show the student's knowledge of 
the subject but rather his knowledge of the examiner, in this 
respect the case of the Kansas student. Floyd Sirnonton, who 
recently caused a fur'."- by refusing to accept a Phi Beta Kappa 
hey is cited. Sirnonton characterizes examinations as "a false 

criterion of scholarship dangerous foundation for intellectual 

idealism and achievement.'' 

A student cannot become a "grade A" man without "wasting 
much of his energy on forms and husks which are inevitable in 
courses which are taught, not to individuals but to classes of 
30, 90, 100. and 150." It's a beautiful dream, that of giving in- 
dividual instruction to each student, but hardly practical in 
ithese days of universal poverty on the part of Colleges.

formed was, however. located in 
Manitoba ar.d western Ontavlo where 
37.700 square miles of forested and 
mir.eraliied areas were photographed. 
"Çiese operations were carried out in 
co-operation with the Dominion For- 
est Service from the Victoria Beach 
Air Station which was established 
four years ago principally for fire 
patrol purposes. 

The first operation from this base 
included the mapping of some -1,000 
square miles in the vicinity of the 
summer resort of Minaki the mineral 
dlairict of Red Lake, and Lac Seul. 
Less than 40 hours frying were re- 
quired tor this work, with a surveyor 
acting as navigator. The resulting 
map. which will be issued in the 
course of * few months, will show 
hundreds of additional lakes, every 
bay and curve in the shore line, 
every island, all the timbered and 
burnt areas, swamps, rock exposures, 
ttnd other related features. Such 
maps are of vital Importance to th'o 
prospector, the tourisi, the forester, 
the geo!ogist > and the water. power 
engineer. Similar ni»7>« are beintt 
produced of the areas lying eaat of 
lake Winnipeg and II. is eipeotcd I hey 
will be issued before the opening of 
neit season. 

In Now Brunswick, aJi area of Tii> 
square miles was photographed In 
(he Frcdericton district for the Pro 
vlncial forestry Service. In Quebec, 
about <i)0 square mile* were photo 
graphed in the Sort-1 and Shawinlgan 
districts, and pliotographa weie tab"', 
en of the town of St. Johns. In On 
tario the ftidoon Cnrinl, the Itideau 
lakes, and part of the Munkokn. area 
were succcf sfully photographed. In 
Manitoba, in addition to the areas 
previously mentioned, h section of 
The Pas minorai district was photo- 
graphed as well » 0 the Hudson Bay 
railway. Further vi»;wn tyerc taken 
in northern Sasbatclicwan and Al- 
berta of forested arcaa. 

Coincident with Ibis work cipori- 
mcnts n-erc carried on in applying 
aerial photography to aid in the mail- 
ing of topographic maps where ac- 
curacy .and detail are no etiscntlal. 
These experiments were succ-stifii! 
and resulted in the introduction 
or mote improved methods and 
much greater speed. Other ex- 
periments involving the use of the 
stereoscope were successi ully carried

You cannot possibly overwork your 
brains." This war nil emphatic de- 
claration made by Sir Arthur Keith In 
an address to the student" of King's 
College HonpHfil ,n t.hr opening 
sonslon of lliolr winter's work. In 
(.ilber words, main |'a« mid mciitul 
break-down arc misliomers, accord-' 
liig to Sir Arthur: ibey really come 
from physical causes iiiitl never from 
exorcise of the mental faculties. At 
the same time. Sir Arthur character- 
'.r.ed the mental habit unnatural, 
mankind always experiencing an 
immense difficulty In using Its brains, 
address an reported In the Lancet, 
was. in part, as follows: — 

V ou will not be a. student for many 
years before the most natural of all 
human appetites beginn lo give you 
concern. Amongst tho prerogatives of 
life we count the enjoyment, of foot!; 
we expect to cat with relish and to 
enjoy the results of repletion. We arc 
<iult<; certain what our brain colls live 
on, but we do know that they need 
very little to do the jieaviest work we 
throw on hem; the energy in an 
otmco of 'sugar would be enough. I 
suspect, to produce any of Shake- 
speare's plays, if it found its way to a 
brain gifted as his wa». 

Many of us, perhaps, most of us, 
havo grown up under the belief that 
it is a natural thing for young men 
give themselves to study. It Is only 
und -women to give themselves to 
study. It is only when we approach 
tho problem ef th<^ acquisition of the 
student-habit fitjm the lonjr-rangc 
historical point of view that we see 
bow foreign habit is to our nature 
and how recently the need for itliae 
arisen. Some tan claim that their 
family has produced scholars, learned 
men and women, for many genera- 
tions: such are the excepilon rather 
than the dole. The majority of ominent 
scholars have no scholarly llnea&e. 
They com,i from highland glens. Welsh 
billables English country villages, 
the first of their kind, so far as they 
can tell, who ever devoted their lives 
to the cause of learning. There must 
be throughout the length and breadth 
of our land immense and virgin 
fields of iirita|ipod scholarly talont. 
I am nol speaking now of those rarely 
gift ad minds which can Imagine things 
whinh are new and true, which know 
tlwi way to make Nature yield up 
her deepest secret a or discover how 
lo .harness new forms of energy for 
man's benefit, but of the rank and 
file which make up ihe learned army 
of a. country. To join that army 
every recruit must learn the .student 
step— the. habit of slurs'. It. may at 
first sight sce.m surprising that (here 
should be such an abundance of 
potential students in a population ol 
manual laborers. Hut wl'.on one looks 
into tho quality which is needed 
above all ol liera tn nialtu n man a 
msister-atudani, it is no longer sur- 
prising, for wc itec that ll.o essential 
qualification is a power of study ap- 
plication In any lino of endeavor what- 
soever. The potential student must 
havo method and foresight as well.
